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FINAL  ADDRESS 

NPut    on    the    Whole 
Armour    of    God' 

by  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen 

IT  is  with  deep  gratitude,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  that  Sister  Petersen 
and  I  greet  you  now  in  this  closing  session  of  this  conference  —  the 
closing  session  of  our  visit  in  your  great  and  glorious  land.  We  have  most 
sincerely  enjoyed  ourselves  here.  We  do  appreciate  your  kindness,  your 
friendliness,  your  great  devotion  in  the  Church. 

We  have  enjoyed  the  beautiful  spirit  that  you  carry.  You  are  a 
superior  type  of  Latter-day  Saint,  may  I  say.  You  have  such  a  lovely  atti- 
tude. Your  spirit  is  so  devoted.  We  are  grateful,  and  we  have  been  very 
much  uplifted  by  our  association  with  you. 

We  have  enjoyed  your  beautiful  country.  We  did  not  know  what  to 
expect  when  we  came  here.  We  had  heard  quite  a  lot  about  it,  of  course; 
but  actually  we  knew  nothing  first-hand,  until  our  arrival.  These  two 
weeks  have  been  filled  with  surprises.  We  have  been  most  delighted  with 
the  beauty  of  your  landscape,  with  the  productivity  of  your  soil,  with 
the  industry  of  the  people.  We  are  so  happy  with  what  we  have  found. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  liberty  that  is  here  —  the  right  to  worship 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  your  own  conscience.  We  are  grateful 
for  the  friendliness  of  the  government  of  your  great  Republic  —  the 
friendliness  toward  our  Church.  We  are  grateful  that  such  kindnesses  have 
been  extended  to  us  by  government  officials.  We  are  grateful  for  such 
acts  as  the  donation  of  the  beautiful  building  site  by  the  City  Fathers  at 
Krugersdorp.  We  were  there  last  night,  as  some  of  you  were.  They  have 
a  beautiful  building.  The  site  on  which  the  building  was  erected  was 
donated  free  of  charge  by  the  City  government  there  as  a  token  and  an 
expression  of  their  good  will  toward  us.  Foi  this  we  are  very  grateful. 
The  mayor  of  the  city  was  present  in  the  meeting  there  last  night  and 
addressed  the  congregation,  and  wished  us  well,  and  hoped  that  the  Church 
would  go  on  in  its  growth  from  "strength  to  strength",  to  use  his  words. 
We  are  grateful  for  this. 

My  wife  and  I  have  been  very  much  impressed  with  the  music  that 
you  have.  We  have  found  much  good  music  here.  We  have  been  impressed 
with  the  soloists  and  the  duets  that  we've  heard  and  these  choruses  and 
quartets.  We  were  very  much  impressed  by  the  singing  mothers  this  morn- 
ing and  now  again  by  this  magnificent  mixed  choir  this  afternoon. 

I  think  I  would  like  to  tell  you  that  one  of  the  things  about  you  that 
has  impressed  me  the  most,  is  the  excellence  of  your  congregational  sing- 
ing. I  don't  know  when  I  have  heard  such  splendid  congregational  singing. 
You  all  sing  together,  you  all  sing  musically,  and  you  have  so  many  good 
voices.  You  sing  these  hymns  of  the  Church  with  the  spirit  originally 
intended,  I  am  sure,  by  those  who  wrote  them.  Your  impression  upon  us 
has  been  wonderful. 

I  would  like  to  appeal  to  you  now,  as  we  are  about  to  separate,  to 
be  true  to  the  faith.  This  morning  when  these  two  lovely  sisters  came  to 
the  pulpit  having  been  baptized  over,  or  approximately,  fifty  years  ago, 
and  having  been  faithful  for  a  half  a  century,  I  was  deeply  touched  by 
this  lovely  incident.  And  when  the  son  of  Brother  Brummer  came,  I  felt 
the  same  spirit.  As  I  thought  about  it,  I  couldn't  help  but  recall  the  words 
of  the  Apostle  Paul,  which  I  would  like  to  read  to  you. 
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Do  you  remember  that  toward  the  end  of  his  life,  Paul  wrote  to 
Timothy  a  very  touching  epistle  —  it's  his  second  epistle.  As  he  wrote, 
he  told  about  his  loneliness  —  that  nearly  everyone  had  left  him.  Evidently 
he  was  in  prison  at  Rome  at  this  time.  I  would  like  to  say  here  that  so  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  understand  Paul  and  Peter  were  taken  to  Rome  as 
federal  prisoners  because  they  had  been  preaching  the  Christ,  and  because 
the  members  of  the  Church  at  that  day  had  refused  to  accept  Caesar  as 
God,  and  because  they  were  preaching  the  religion  of  the  Saviour. 
They  did  not  go  there  as  missionaries.  There  is  no  evidence  they  ever 
established  a  branch  of  the  Church  at  Rome  —  none  whatever.  That  is 
tradition  without  foundation,  but  there  is  fairly  good  historical  evidence 
that  these  two  apostles  were  taken  to  Rome  as  federal  prisoners,  later  to 
be  executed.  Paul  apparently  sensed  what  was  going  to  happen,  and  in 
his  loneliness  as  he  wrote  several  of  the  epistles  from  Rome,  he  told  about 
the  various  people  who  had  left  him.  And  in  this  one,  he  says,  "Only 
Luke  is  with  me." 

Luke,  you  remember,  was  the  one  who  wrote  the  book  of  Luke  and 
also  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  "Only  Luke  is  with  me."  He  tells  where 
others  have  gone,  and  then  he  said:  "For  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered, 
and  the  time  of  my  departure  is  at  hand.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  1 
have  finished  by  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith:  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up 
for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge, 
shall  give  me  at  that  day:  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that 
love  his  appearing."    (II  Timothy  4:6-8). 

I  have  been  impressed  by  the  frequency  with  which  the  Lord  speaks 
to  the  Latter-day  Saints  of  today  in  the  revelations  through  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  about  the  importance  of  enduring  in  faithfulness  to  the  end. 
There  have  been  many  who  have  not  endured  to  the  end,  and  they  have 
lost  the  crown  over  the  kingdom.  They  have  lost  the  crown,  and  have 
given  up  the  glorious  reward  both  in  this  life  and  in  the  life  to  come, 
that  they  might  have  otherwise  received. 

I  hope  some  time  that  you  read  the  Seventy-sixth  Section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  carefully.  I  hope  you  do  this  rather  frequently. 
You  remember  that  Section  Seventy-six  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
tells  about  various  degrees  of  glory  in  the  world  to  come.  You  will  recall 
that  the  Gospel  teaches  that  in  the  world  to  come,  everyone  will  be  judged 
according  to  their  works  —  according  to  what  they  have  merited  by  the 
degree  of  faithfulness  (or  lack  of  it)  that  they  have  exhibited  during  their 
mortal  life. 

In  this  revelation  a  description  is  given  of  those  who  go  to  the  various 
degrees  of  glory.  You  will  recall  that  there  are  three  degrees  —  celestial, 
terrestrial,  and  telestial.  Paul,  you  will  remember,  spoke  of  these  and  com- 
pared them  to  the  sun.  the  moon,  and  the  stars.  The  revelation  says  this 
of  those  who  went  to  the  terrestrial,  or  at  least  of  some  of  those  who  go 
there,  "Wherefore,  they  are  bodies  terrestrial,  and  not  bodies  celestial, 
and  differ  in  glory  as  the  moon  differs  from  the  sun.  These  are  they  who 
are  not  valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Jesus:  wherefore,  they  obtain  not  the 
crown  over  the  kingdom  of  our  God."  (v.  79). 

From  this  language,  I  would  assume  that  he  is  talking  here  about  the 
members  of  the  Church  who  are  not  active,  who  were  not  valiant.  And 
because  they  were  not  valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Jesus,  they  obtain  not 
the  crown  in  the  kingdom  of  our  God.  Therefore,  they  are  bodies  terres- 
trial, and  not  bodies  celestial,  and  differ  in  glories  as  the  moon  differs 
from  the  sun. 

This  is  a  great  warning  to  all  Latter-day  Saints.  This  is  a  declaration 
on  the  part  of  the  Lord  that  membership  in  the  Church  alone  will  not 
guarantee  us  celestial  glory.  The  thing  that  will  guarantee  us  celestial  glory 
is  that  not  only  we  obtain  membership  in  the  Church,  but  that  we  shall 
be  valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Jesus. 
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There  were  so  many  in  the  days  of  Peter  and  Paul,  you  will  remember, 
who  were  not  valiant.   Many  fell  away.  Remember  the  apostasy  that  took 

f»lace  among  the  Christians  when  they  refused  the  resurrection  and,  there- 
ore,  refused  the  Christ.  And  you  will  remember  how  Paul  spoke  of  them 
because  of  their  dividing  into  different  groups,  cliques,  and  denominations. 
You  remember  that  he  said,  "Now  this  I  say  that  every  one  of  you  saith, 
I  am  of  Paul:  and  I  of  Apollos;  and  I  of  Cephas;  and  I  of  Christ.  Is 
Christ  divided?"  (I  Cor.  1:12-13)  A  divided  Christianity,  a  divided  branch, 
a  divided  district,  cannot  hope  to  receive  the  blessings  of  God.  It  is  by 
devotion  to  the  truth  and  by  being  valiant  workers  in  the  Church  that  we 
obtain  the  crown  over  the  kingdom. 

You  will  remember  this  from  the  epistle  of  Paul  to  the  Ephesians  — 
and  this  is  what  I  have  in  mind:  "Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole 
armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and 
having  done  all,  to  stand.  Stand  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt  about 
with  truth,  and  having  on  the  breastplate  of  righteousness;  And  your  feet 
shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace;  Above  all,  taking  the 
shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts 
of  the  wicked.  And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God:  Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and 
supplication  in.  the  Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance 
and  supplication  for  all  saints;"  (Ephesians  6:13-18). 

It  is  a  mistake,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  to  suppose  that  we  can  only 
go  partway  with  the  Lord  —  that  we  can  obey  some  of  the  command- 
ments but  we  won't  obey  the  rest  of  the  commandments.  It  is  a  mistake 
to  suppose  that  we  may  select  this  commandment  and  that  commandment, 
and  obey  them  but  not  bother  with  the  rest.  That  is  one  of  the  vital 
mistakes  made  by  some  people  in  this  Church. 

There  are  people  who  are  willing  to  come  in  the  Church,  and  be 
baptized,  but  they  are  not  willing  to  attend  the  meetings.  There  are  some 
who  are  willing  to  attend  the  meetings,  but  they  will  not  accept  respon- 
sibilities assigned  to  them  by  the  branch  president.  There  are  some  that 
are  willing  to  come  and  even  work  in  the  branch,  but  are  not  willing  to 
pav  their  tithes  or  their  offerings.  And.  there  are  some  who  are  perfectly 
willing  to  pay  their  tithes  and  their  offerings,  but  will  not  give  up  their 
coffee  and  tea  or  their  cigarettes  or  their  tobacco.  And  there  are  some 
who  are  willing  to  put  on  the  most  pious  kind  of  an  appearance  and  go 
to  Church  on  Sunday  and  appear  to  be  righteous.  Then  all  during  the 
week  they  go  back  to  the  ways  of  the  world  —  the  dishonest  ways  of  the 
world,  the  unclean  ways  of  the  world  —  and  then  come  back  again  on 
Sunday  and  put  on  a  pious  front.  There  are  those  who  are  willing  to  pay 
their  tithes  and  live  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  but  are  not  willing  to  be  honest 
in  their  business  dealings,  and  will  not  pay  their  bills  when  they  ought  to 
be  paid.  There  are  some  who  are  willing  to  keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom  but 
who  always  criticize  the  branch  president,  or  the  district  president,  or  the 
mission  president. 

I  say  again,  it  is  folly  to  suppose  that  we  may  think  we  may  live  one 
part  of  the  Gospel  and  not  all  of  the  Gospel.  And  this  is  the  reason  Paul 
spoke  as  he  did  when  he  said,  "Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armour 
of  God".  We  need  every  protection  we  can  get  against  the  wiles  of  the 
enemy;  against  the  temptations  of  Satan;  against  the  temptations  of  the 
other  people  who  are  all  about  us. 

We  must  be  clean.  We  must  be  pure  always.  "Be  ye  clean  that  bear 
the  vessels  of  the  Lord",  so  the  scripture  says.  And  we  must  always  be 
clean.  We  cannot  give  in  some  of  the  time,  and  then  decide  to  repent 
at  other  times.  We  must  become  constant  all  the  days  of  our  lives.  We 
must  put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God.  We  must  pay  our  tithes,  we  must 
live  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  we  must  have  our  family  prayers,  we  must  be 
active  in  the  branch  or  the  district,  we  must  sustain  our  leaders,  we  must

go  to  the  temple  and  receive 
our  blessings,  we  must  do  all 
the  things  that  the  Lord  has 
said  we  must  do  —  that  is 
putting  on  the  whole  armour 
of  God. 

If  Paul  had  only  put  on  a 
part  of  the  armour  of  God, 
could  he  have  said  that  he  had 
finished  the  course?  Could  he 
have  said  that  he  had  fought  a 
good  fight?  We  need  to  be 
consistent.  We  need  to  be 
devoted.  We  need  to  learn  the 
great  lesson  that  the  Lord  has 
told  us  —  that  we  must  love 
him    and    serve    him    with    all

serve  him  with  all  your  heart 
might,  mind  and  strength,  that  ye  may  stand  blameless  before  God  at  the 
last  day. 

You  will  remember  the  parable  of  the  sower.  As  the  Saviour  said, 
the  sower  went  forth  to  sow;  And  he  sowed  his  grain.  And  some  of  the 
grain  fell  in  stoney  ground,  some  in  shallow  ground,  some  as  it  grew  up 
was  burned  by  the  sun,  and  some  went  into  the  deep  soil  and  became 
abundant  in  its  harvest.  Converts  to  the  Church  are  like  this.  There  are 
some  who  are  enthusiastic  and  wonderful  to  begin  with,  and  then  they 
get  tired,  or  they  become  offended,  and  then  decide.  "Well,  I'm  not  going 
to  go  on  with  this,"  and  then  they  quit.  There  are  some  who  say.  "Well, 
I  —  I  just  can't  afford  to  belong  to  the  Mormon  Church.  It's  too  expensive 
for  me  to  pay  tithing  and  to  pay  other  offerings."  They  forget  to  have 
the  faith  that  God  has  said  He  would  open  the  windows  of  Heaven  and 
pour  out  such  blessings  upon  us,  if  we  would  do  these  things,  that  we 
could  hardly  contain  them.  There  are  others  who  are  willing  to  let  the 
other  fellow  do  it  all  the  time  and  never  really  take  very  much  part.  Can 
you  say  that  any  of  these  are  valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Christ? 

Then  there  are  those  who  don't  quite  want  to  admit  to  their  friends 
that  they  have  joined  the  Mormon  Church.  They're  just  a  little  bit  ashamed 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  are  not  willing  to  defend  it  when  the  question 
comes  up  —  are  not  willing  to  let  their  friends  know  that  they  stand  on 
principle  and  that  they  are  upholding  the  standards  come  what  may.  There 
are  some  who  would  rather  lose  their  standing  in  the  Church  than  to 
lose  their  friends,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Jesus  said.  "Blessed  are  they 
who  are  persecuted  for  my  name's  sake".     (Ill  Nep.  12:10). 

Brothers  and  sisters,  may  we  remember  that  we  are  saved  only  if  we 
accept  the  truth  and  live  it  all  the  days  of  our  lives,  that  we  must  be 
faithful  to  the  very  end,  that  we  must  be  like  Paul  and  fight  a  good  fight  — 
right  to  the  end.  that  we  must  finish  the  course  nad  we  must  keep  the 
faith.  If  we  don't  keep  the  faith,  we  don't  live  it.  If  we  don't  live  it,  we 
don't  keep  it.  We  must  be  faithful  Latter-day  Saints  to  the  very  end. 
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Wc  have  had  some  sad  cases 
of  people  falling  away.  Some 
even  among  our  leaders.  You 
will  remember  the  disaffection 
of  Oliver  Cowdcry,  who  was 
one  who  stood  with  Joseph 
Smith  and  gazed  upon  the  face 
of  the  Lord.  Jesus  Christ.  You 
will  remember  that  he  assisted 
in  the  translation  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon.  You  will  remem- 
ber that  he  likewise  knelt  with 
Joseph  before  John  the  Baptist 
and  actually  felt  the  resur- 
rected hands  of  John  the 
Baptist  upon  his  head  as  John 
ordained  those  two  young  men 
to  the  Aaronic  Priesthood,  and 
gave  them  the  right  to  baptize 
with  the  same  authority  that 
John  the  Baptist  himself  held. 
Oliver  Cowdery  was  with 
Joseph  Smith  when  the  three 
ancient  apostles  —  Peter, 
James,  and  John  —  came  and 
bestowed  upon  them  the 
Melchizedek  Priesthood,  and 
the  Holy  Apostleship.  Oliver 
Cowdery  was  chosen  as  the 
Second  Elder  of  the  Church. 
Oliver  Cowdery  was  one  of 
those  chosen  to  assist  in  the 
selection,  under  revelation,  of 
the  first  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  to  be  organized  in  this  day.  And  yet  there 
came  the  time  one  day  when  the  Lord  had  to  speak  to  Oliver  Cowdery 
about  pride,  and  cautioned  him  against  the  possibility  of  apostasy  and 
never  to  allow  pride  to  come  up  in  his  heart.  But  Oliver  went  on  in  the 
work,  and  he  began  to  become  a  little  jealous  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

You  remember  that  the  relationshp  between  the  Prophet  and  Oliver 
was  very  much  as  it  was  between  Moses  and  Aaron.  You  remember  that 
Aaron  was  given  to  Moses  as  a  spokesman  because  Moses  was  slow  of 
speech.  Joseph  Smith  was  at  first  himself  slow  of  speech.  Although  later 
he  became  wonderfully  eloquent,  at  first  he  was  slow  of  speech,  and  the 
Lord  gave  him  Oliver  Cowdery  as  a  spokesman.  Oliver  Cowdery  was  his 
spokesman,  and  delivered  some  of  the  great  sermons  of  the  early  period 
of  the  Church. 

But  Oliver  Cowdery  reached  the  point  where  he  was  no  longer  satis- 
fied with  the  situation  in  which  he  found  himself  when  the  Prophet  was 
glorified  as  the  Prophet,  and  Oliver  wasn't  mentioned  as  the  Prophet  — 
he  was  the  Second  Elder.  Disaffection  began  to  come  into  his  heart  —  he 
began  to  be  critical.  He  criticized  the  Prophet.  He  criticized  the  other 
brethren.  He  began  to  refuse  to  accept  assignments.  Finally,  he  was  in 
open  rebellion  against  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  that  rebellion  became 
so  great  that  he  was  called  before  the  Council  and  was  excommunicated 
from  the  Church.  Excommunicated!  This  man  who  had  been  the  Second 
Elder  of  the  Church.  This  man  who  at  one  time  had  possessed  the  full 
armour  of  God.  but  piece  by  piece  removed  it.  Piece  by  piece  he  took 
off  the  armour  of  truth;  he  removed  the  breastplate  of  righteousness;  he 
removed  the  shield  of  faith;  and  opened  up  himself  to  the  fiery  darts  of

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the  adversary.  In  that  condition  he  became  apostate  and  literally  and 
actually  fought  against  the  Prophet  and  fought  against  the  work  making 
it  necessary  for  this  excommunication   to   be  brought  about. 

Then  he  left  the  community  of  saints.  He  went  away  and  began  to 
practice  law  in  Michigan.  He  stayed  away  until  after  the  martyrdom  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

One  day  in  a  trial  court,  the  lawyer  of  the  opposition  began  to  ask 
him  about  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  about  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 
Oliver  had  been  silent  all  this  time.  He  was  now  an  outcast  from  the 
Church.  This  opposition  lawyer  said,  "Your  name  is  attached  to  this  testi- 
mony in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  Do  you  believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  to 
be  true?"' 

Oliver  Cowdery  said,  "No,  I  don't  believe  it". 

The  opposing  lawyer  said,  "Why  did  you  put  your  name  to  that 
testimony?" 

Oliver  Cowdery  rose  up  to  his  full  height  and  said,  "I  say  I  do  not 
believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  true  —  I  know  it  to  be  true,  and 
knowledge  has  swallowed  up  faith  and  belief.  I  know  the  Book  of  Mormon 
is  true."  Then  he  bore  testimony  once  again  that  the  angel  indeed  had 
shown  him  and  the  other  witnesses  the  golden  plates  from  which  the 
Book  of  Mormon  was  taken  and  that  he  heard  the  voice  of  God  speaking 
from   heaven  declaring   that   the   Book   of   Mormon  was  true. 

This  awakened  the  conscience  of  Oliver  Cowdery.  and  it  wasn't  long 
until  he  began  to  have  his  mind  return  to  the  saints.  Finally  he  decided  to 
move  back  and  try  to  find  them.  When  he  got  back  to  the  Nauvoo  area, 
he  discovered  that  they  had  been  driven  out  of  Nauvoo;  Joseph  and  Hyrum 
had  been  martyred  for  the  cause.  He  went  farther  West,  and  finally  came 
to  a  little  town  called  Kanesville,  Iowa.  There  in  Kanesville,  he  met  a 
small  group  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  (the  main  body  had  gone  out  to  Utah). 
He  came  into  a  meeting  where  they  were  having  their  services,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  meeting  he  stood  up  and  asked  permission  to  speak. 

Apparently  at  first  he  wasn't  recognized,  and  then  he  said,  "My  name 
is  Cowdery  —  Oliver  Cowdery."  He  told  of  his  association  with  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  Smith.  He  pointed  to  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  said,  "I 
wrote  that  book  as  it  fell  in  dictation  from  the  lips  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  I  was  his  scribe,  and  as  he  dictated.  I  wrote  that  Book  of  Mormon." 
He  then  bore  his  testimony  again  of  the  visitation  from  Maroni  with  the 
gold  plates  and  that  he  heard  the  voice  of  Almighty  God  declaring  that 
the  Book  of  Mormon  is  true.  He  spoke  of  his  disaffection  and  humbly 
asked  if  he  could  come  back  into  the  Church.  He  would  like  to  be  bap- 
tized and  come  back.  The  presiding  brethren  who  were  there  met  after- 
ward and  discussed  it,  and  decided  that  they  should  baptize  Olive  Cowdery 
and  bring  him  back  into  the  Church.  This  was  done. 

Oliver  Cowdery  announced  that  he  would  like  to  go  to  Utah  and  share 
his  testimony  with  the  saints  there.  He  wanted  to  go  to  Great  Britain  and 
bear  his  testimony  in  England  —  that  he  knew  the  Book  of  Mormon  to 
be  true,  that  he  had  seen  Jesus  Christ  face  to  face,  that  he  had  seen  the 
plates  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  that  he  had  received  the  ministry  of 
John  the  Baptist  and  Peter,  James  and  John  as  the  Holy  Priesthood  was 
restored  to  the  earth.  This  was  his  intention.  But  it  was  not  the  Lord's 
intention.  Almost  immediately  afterwards.  Oliver  Cowdery  took  sick  and 
died  and  was  not  permitted  by  the  Lord  to  go  back  to  Utah,  nor  to  go 
to  Great  Britain  to  bear  testimony. 

One  day  I  mentioned  this  to  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  that  great 
man  who  was  counsellor  in  the  First  Presidency  for  so  long,  and  asked 
him,  "Why  is  it,  President  Clark,  or  rather,  why  was  it,  that  Oliver 
Cowdery  was  not  allowed  to  come  to  Utah  and  then  go  on  a  mission?" 

And  President  Clark  said,  "The  Lord  gave  him  one  chance  and  then 
he  broke  away.  The  Lord  was  willing  to  let  him  come  back  into  the 
Church,  but  that  is  all.  He  had  his  opportuntiy;  he  let  it  go.  He  became 
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an  enemy  to  the  Church,  and  then  after  his  repentance  came  back,  but 
God  would  not  yet  him  come  back  all  the  way.  Because  he  had  had  such 
a  marvellous  testimony  of  the  Lord,  he  wasn't  going  to  put  him  back  in 
the  same  high  place  where  he  was  before." 

We  have  had  other  sad  cases  like  this  when  people  have  fallen  away 
from  the  Church  and  have  not  been  valiant.  I  ask  you  again,  my  brothers 
and  sisters,  at  the  close  of  this  most  wonderful  visit  of  ours;  will  you  "take 
unto  you  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in 
the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all,  to  stand.  Stand  therefore,  having  your 
loins  girt  about  with  truth,  and  having  on  the  breastplate  of  righteousness; 
And  your  feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace;  Above 
all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all 
the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked.  And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation  and  the 
sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God." 

Brothers  and  sisters,  if  we  hope  to  receive  the  blessings  of  the  Lord 
as  members  of  this  Church,  we  must  be  valiant  in  the  faith.  We  must  be 
valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Jesus.  We  must  get  excited  about  our  religion. 
This  is  somethng  to  get  excited  about.  Realize,  if  you  will,  that  the  Al- 
mighty God,  after  nearly  two  thousand  years  of  silence  has  come  back 
to  earth  in  our  day.  Realize,  if  you  will,  that  you  are  living  in  a  time 
when  angels  have  come  back  to  the  earth  —  when  the  fullness  of  the 
gospel  has  been  brought  forth.  Get  excited  about  it.  Be  valiant  in  it! 
Serve  the  Lord  with  all  your  heart! 

I  bear  you  solemn  testimony  that  this  is  indeed  the  work  of  Almighty 
God,  As  one  of  His  most  humble  servants,  I  bear  you  solemn  testimony 
that  God  does  live.  I  bear  you  testimony  that  Jesus  the  Christ  came  to 
visit  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  on  more  than  one  occasion,  and  that 
the  Prophet  was  able  to  see  him  face  to  face  and  talk  with  him,  and  that 
he  received  enough  revelations  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  fill  a  whole 
book.  Here  is  the  book,  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 

I   bear  you  solemn  testimony  that  this  Church  to  which  you   belong 
is  the  true  Church  of  God,  and  only  in  it  is  there  salvation  because  only 
in  it  is  there  the  Priesthood  which  can  baptize  you  and  give  you  remission 
of  sins.  Only  in  this  Church  is 
the    Priesthood    that   can    admi- 
nister  the   various    other   ordi- 
nances for  your  salvation.  Only 
in  this  Church  is  taught  the  one 
truth    which    can   help   you    to 
become     like     our    Father     in 
Heaven.

O.  MacKay,  and  they  have  been 
in  the  hands  of  everyone  of  the 
presidents  of  the  Church. 
As  the  Prophet,  he  is  here  to 

guide    US    in     these    latter    days.  "We  h:nc  found  much  good  music  here." 

but  unless  we  follow  his  guidance,  we  will  never  arise.  Unless  we  fight  the 
good  fight,  we  will  never  win  the  victory.  Unless  we  finish  the  course,  we 
will  never  see  the  face  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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I  beg  of  you,  I  appeal  to  you.  put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God!  Keep 
all  the  commandments!  Be  devoted!  No  matter  what  you  may  think  it  might 
cost  you,  be  true  to  the  faith,  and  if  you  are  true  to  the  faith,  God  will  be 
true  to  you,  and  He  will  bless  you  with  all  that  you  need  and  more.  For 
even,  to  you  He  will  open  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  out  such  bless- 
ings upon  you  that  you  can  hardly  contain  them.

\  T  1.30  p.m.  on  Monday,  Nov- 
-£*■  ember  29,  the  Petersens  and 
Snows  arrived  back  in  Johannes- 
burg, and  by  2.30  Brother  Petersen 
was  addressing  a  meeting  of  all  the 
missionaries  in  the  Transvaal.  He 
spoke  to  them  for  three  hours,  and, 
in  the  words  of  one  missionary,  "I 
wasn't  even  drowsy.  He  had  too 
much  to  say,  and  he  said  it  too 
well  to  risk  missing  any  of  it." 
During  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
Brother  Petersen  interviewed  each 
of  the  44  missionaries  of  the  Trans- 
vaal. 

Wednesday  afternoon  President 
and  Sister  Snow,  Brother  and  Sister 
Petersen,  and  two  missionaries  drove 
to  Welkom,  arriving  at  6.15  p.m.  At 
7.15  the  meeting  in  the  Welkom 
chapel  began.  All  of  the  talks  were 
about  the  Apostasy  and  the  Resto- 
ration. Brother  Petersen  traced  the 
series  of  Apostasies  that  have  occu- 
red  since  God  first  taught  the  Gos- 
pel  to   Adam,   and  he    pointed   out 


that  after  each  Apostasy  there  has 
been  a  restoration  of  the  truth.  He 
then  pointed  out  how  the  calling  of 
the  prophet  Joseph  Smith  fulfilled 
ancient  prophecy.  Sister  Petersen's 
closing  testimony  summed  the  meet- 
ing well,  "We  know  it  (that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  prophet)  is  true.  We 
hope  you  know  it  is  true.

at  "Cumorah"  Fifth  Avenue  in 
Houghton.  By  evening,  however, 
Brother  Petersen  and  President 
Snow  were  ready  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing at  Krugersdorp.  Sister  Petersen 
and  Sister  Snow  remained  at  home 
and  rested  to  avoid  straining  Sister 
Petersen's  health. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting,  said 
Krugersdorp  Branch  President 
Lionel  Bibb,  "is  to  worship  God. 
We  had  a  secondary  purpose,  and 
that  was  to  dedicate  our  chapel,  but 
because  of  last  minute  complications 
this  is  not  possible.  We  can  certainly, 
however,  accomplish  our  primary 
purpose  —  that  is  to  worship  God." 
President  Bibb  acknowledged  the 
presence  of  Councillor  Dames  the 
Mayor  of  Krugersdorp,  thanked  the 
municipality  for  the  part  they  had 
played  in  the  completion  of  the 
Krugersdorp  chapel,  and  told  of  an 
interesting     telephone     conversation 


with  the  Town  Clerk.  President 
Bibb  called  the  Town  Clerk  to  in- 
quire about  the  local  game  reserve. 
The  Town  Clerk,  unaware  of  to 
whom  he  was  speaking,  volunteered 
that  one  of  the  things  Krugersdorp 
was  most  proud  of  was  the  Chapel 
that  Krugersdorp  Mormons  were 
building  all  by  themselves.  President 
Bibb  assured  Councillor  Dames  that 
Krugersdorp  Latter-day  Saints  are 
proud  of  their  community  as  well 
as  their  community  being  proud  of 
them. 

The  Mayor  was  presented  with  a 
copy  of  the  brochure,  "The  Story  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints."  Councillor  Dames  re- 
sponded:  "Mr.  Petersen,  Mr.  Snow. 
Mr.  Bibb,  and  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men, on  behalf  of  my  Council  and 
the  citizens  of  Krugersdorp,  I  want 
to  congratulate  you  on  this  wonder- 
ful place  of  worship.  I  trust  that 
your  work  here  in  Krugersdorp

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and  victory  to  victory.  I  want  to 
thank  you  for  this  book,  and  I! 
want  to  assure  you  that  I  will 
make  a  thorough  study  of  this 
history."

DEPARTURE 

rpHE  final  day  of  the  Petersens  visit  was  just  as  full  as  the  rest  of  it  had 
A  been.  At  9.00  in  the  morning  the  Priesthood  holders  of  the  Trans- 
vaal District  met  with  Brother  Petersen  and  President  Snow  in  the  Raman 
Chapel.  The  Relief  Society  sisters  met  at  the  same  time  with  Sister  Petersen 
and  Sister  Snow  in  the  cultural  hall.  Sister  Petersen  spoke  to  the  sisters 
about  Christ's  teachings  and  His  parables.  Brother  Petersen  spoke  to  the 
brethren  about  the  responsibilities  of  the  Priesthood,  particularly  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Priesthood  in  the  home.  He  particularly  emphasized 
the  commandment  given  in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  42,  verse 
22 

Nine  hundred  people  were  in  attendance  for  the  morning  general  ses- 
sion. Many  were  visitors,  and  some  had  come  hundreds  of  miles  to  attend 
the  services.  Brother  Petersen  spoke  on  ways  to  recognize  the  true  church. 
Although  many  of  those  who  had  come  long  distances  had  planned  to 
leave  after  the  morning  service,  they  were  so  impressed  with  Brother 
Petersen's  message  that  they  stayed  for  the  afternoon  service.  Eight  hundred 
and  ninety  five  people  attended  the  afternoon  session,  and  Brother  Petersen 
admonished  the  saints  to  "put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God"  (See  talk 
printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  CSM). 

Four  hundred  Latter-day  Saints  were  at  Jan  Smuts  Airport  to  say 
goodbye  to  the  Petersens  as  they  left  at  6.45  that  Sunday  evening.  It  rained 
hard  as  they  drove  to  the  airport.  One  missionary  remarked,  "It  looks  like 
the  heavens  are  weeping  to  see  them  go  because  they  have  given  us  so 
much  happiness."  By  the  time  their  plane  took  off.  the  weather  was  clearing, 
and  the  Petersens  safe,  journey  home  was  assured. 
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MISSION  NEWS 

Missionaries  Meet  Town  Officials 

On  October  1,  1965,  Elder  Roger  Williams  and  Elder  Wayne  Owens 
began  missionary  work  in  Stellenbosch,  Cape.  To  acquaint  the  people  of 
Stellenbosch  with  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  they 
arranged  interviews  with  some  of  the  community's  prominent  people.  This 
they  did  in  co-operation  with  Elder  Kenneth  C.  Scott,  District  Leader  of 
the  Cape  District. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Dempsey,  Mayor  of  Stellenbosch  and  Professor  of  Eco- 
nomics at  Stellenbosch  University,  was  the  first  dignitary  met  by  the  Elders. 
Mayor  Dempsey  had  many  questions  about  the  Church  and  the  missionary 
work.  Elder  Scott  presented  the  Mayor  with  the  brochure  "The  Story  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints."  Mayor  Dempsey  arranged 
for  the  Elders  to  meet  Professor  Muller  of  the  Stellenbosch  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  Elders  also  met  Mr.  G.  V.  Marais  chief  librarian  of  Stellenbosch 
University  Library,  and  presented  to  him  a  copy  of  The  Mormon  Story 
and  an  illustrated  Book  of  Mormon  for  the  library.  Mr.  Marais  also  re- 
ceived a  copy  of  the  brochure  that  the  Mayor  received. 

Professor  H.  B.  Thorn.  Rector  of  Stellenbosch  University,  next  re- 
ceived the  Elders.  Professor  Thorn  had  visited  America  several  years  ago. 
and  had  made  some  contacts  with  the  Church.  "While  in  Utah  he  saw  the 
tabernacle  and  heard  the  organ  and  was  greatly  impressed,"  writes  Elder 
Williams,  "at  Provo  he  was  shown  the  BYU  campus  by  Dr.  Lloyd. 
Professor  Thorn  thus  had  a  great  deal  of  respect  for  Mormons  and  stated 
his  visit  to  Utah  was  the  highlight  of  his  three  month  tour  of  the  States. 
He  stated  the  brochure  (which  the  Elders  had  presented)  would  be  a 
cherished  momento  of  his  visit  to  Utah  and  of  our  visit." 

Professor  J.  J.  Muller.  Lecturer  on  Church  History  at  the  Theological 
Seminary,  had  also  visited  Utah.  Elder  Williams  writes  that  the  Elders 
"enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  minister.  He 
visited  Utah  at  conference  time  when  there  were  10,000  people  in  the 
tabernacle,  saw  the  church  office  buildings  and  was  introduced  to  Presi- 
dent McKay  and  members  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve.  Elder  Owens 
presented  Professor  Muller  with  The  Mormon  Story  for  the  Seminary 
Library  and  with  a  brochure  for  his  own,  collection.  We  were  invited  to 
return  again  for  a  chat  and  tour  of  the  seminary." 

Professor  Meiring,  Rector  of  the  Western  Cape  University  for  Col- 
oured People,  "gave  us  a  press  conference  address  on  the  work  done  by 
South  Africa  for  the  Coloureds,  explaining  in  detail  the  problems  and  the
